th e trial of Edward M. Grout, presi­ 
dent of the Union Bank of Brooklyn. 
U r. Grout 1» being tried on a charge 
of p erjury and Judge M eKeniie was 
called as witness by District Attor­ 
ney Cropaey who la prosecuting the 
case against G ro u t 
According to the Brooklyn Eagle 
th e Shetland Company was organiz­ 
ed in 1909 w ith principal offices In 
P o rt Ewen. 
A fter the company waaj 
started it gave its own ehecks to the 
Union B ank w henever money 
waa 
draw n to m eet expenses in property 
transactions and th e 
money 
with 
which It paid th e checks had 
been 
advanced in the first place by 
the 
Union Bank. 
F or the flrat $1,000 
draw n by the 
Shetland 
Company, 
which was the am ount of the capital, 
no return was made to the 
Union 
Bank. 
W hen th a t am ount had been 
draw n and was used up, th e com­ 
pany’s prom issory notes w ere given 
to the bank w henever money was 
needed for closing titles and when 
the bank closed on 1910 It held prom ­ 
issory notes of the Shetland Com­ 
pany am ounting to $460,000. 
W hen Ju d g e McKensle 
testified 
the Eagle said he shed some in ter­ 
esting light on the "hom e” office and 
w ith testim ony th at brightened 
up 
the dull routine of the trial he show­ 
ed it up as a purely technical affair.
